The Recont Indian Outrages—Views of
Gonernl Sherman,

A correspondent, writing o the Chieago Tri-
bune from Cheéyenne, Wyoming Territory, on
Aulguat 8, Anys:—

have just returned from the mountains, and
from the plains beyond the West crossiog of
North Platte, on the Unlon’ Pacific Rallroad.
All along the line of the road the Indian ques-
tion 1s the main and almost the only theme of
conversation. Indeed, it I8 easy enough to see
that & perieot frepzy of excitement Is bréewing,
and that but a few more reports, such as have
been rife for a tew duys, will be rcg.uimd to take
the whole populace voff their feet,

Rumors fly thick avd fnatt, many of them
founded upon fac's which are ugly enough. At
Benton, and thereabouts, one hears of thonsands
of Indiaus on the war path in Colorado, and of
almost iopumerable massacres, Hers, I have
just been told that near Medicine Bow, there
are four thouspnd Sioux warrlors In hostile
urray; while yeaterday, at Medicine Bow, it was
stated that some one had soen party of red
skins in that vicinity numbering nearly four
bundred,

Yoesterdny morning, here, or within one and a
half miles of town, ive Indians shot and scalped
o stock herder, and ran off thirty horses. One
hundred miles westward, the story runs that
half a thonsand red devils have swept through
Cheyenne, committing many murders and inde-
M:ngnb'lu outrages, Oue mun, murdered Jast
Monday, near Pine Bluils, has been magnified
into the slaughter of eight or ten, and the fow
breech cluutea s=callawags who committed the
outrages, as the repott goes, amounted to quile
a respectable army.

The few recent murders near Denver, cruel
and terriple s they are, have swollen, lu many

laces, 10 almost a genieril massacre of the sat-
lers, and many #ouve believes to-day that an
army of ten thousand Sloux warriors are riding
through Colorado, bent on murders, spoils, and

eneral deviltry. o truth, the public mind 12
n a good deal of & fever, and well it may be,
There ia po doubt but that those pleasant red
brothers of ours have broken through the
meshes of that silken net wlhich our more ornn-
mental than useful Indisn Commissioners de-
Jusively imagined they Lad receully woven
around the wily aborigines, and that hostilities
have been renewed in earnest. S8ome dozen or
more murders have receutly been commitied,
other personal outrages have been perpetrated
and much property destroyed or stolen. Bul
whether there is . general outbreak or not s
not yet definitely known,

1t may, after all, be only the private diversion
of some prodigal braves who are untimely out
of smmuniiion #vd bluokets, and jotended
simply aas gentle reminder to our Commissionera
that they should put inan aopearance instanter,
They know, these red skins, tbal General Sher-
man has pi'uun it ns his opioion that they are
nearly invincible—that to exterminate them—
except by the gentle process of kinduess und
conciliation, would cost » million dollars per
hend,

Nobody hereabouls has the least confidence
In our scldiery, =0 far as hunting, capturing,
or kilting Indians i8 concerned, and [ may
remark that General W, T. Sherman is included
in this distrust. The common belief is that the
time is at hand when the citizens, however
unwillingly, will be obliged to orgavize and act
In defence of their lives, their tamilics, and
their property. Unless our Government soon
does something to alluy distrust, afford protec-
tion, nnd show ils will to secure rome practical
results, this last resort of a peglected and out-
raged people is uot far distant; and I tell you
plainly that if this ultimate does come, a long
caravan of nomadic wretehes, not in Indian file,
but in masses and myriade, will be safely qaar-
tered on an everlasting “'reservation,” beyond a
river not on the maps, and which does not flow
10 these parts,

General Bherman's headquarters are now at
FFort Saunders, one and a half miles this side of
Luaramie Station on the railroad. Tt would
seem to an unmilitary julgment that daring
this Tittle nwopleasantness with our aboriginul
brothers, Fort Ruseell would be the opportune

From Rock Creek to the uelghborhood of
Pine Bluffs little apprehiension 1s felt, This, then,
seems to be the central point where the eye of
the commander should be placed.
